THE UNIVERSITY COAT OF ARMS 

In June 1994, His Excellency the Right Honourable Ramon John Hnatyshyn, Governor General of Canada, presented the 
University of Alberta with its Coat of Arms. The full Coat of Arms is displayed at ceremonial occasions such as Convocation, 
and is used by the Chancellor, the titular head of the University. 

On the shield is a representation of the topography of Alberta rendered in the colors of the University. At the base is a 
prairie wheat field symbolizing Alberta's agricultural industry. The wavy gold line above suggests the hills and rivers 
of Alberta and, in particular, the setting of the University campus. The top of the shield is in gold and separated from 
the rest of the shield by a line suggesting the Rocky Mountains. The book of learning dominates the design. 

On the crest is a Grand-Due d'Amerique, or Great Horned Owl, the provincial bird and an accepted symbol of knowledge. 
The Pronghorn, taken from the Provincial Coat of Arms, and the golden bear, mascot of the University support the shield. 
Both wear collars of the University colors, as does the owl. At the base of the coat of arms is a grassy mound with wild roses, 
the floral emblem of Alberta with the University's motto: Quaecumque vera ("Whatsoever things are true").

THE UNIVERSITY MACE 

The University of Alberta Mace was designed 
and crafted specifically for the University 
as a gift from Dr. Francis Phillip Galbraith, 
Chancellor of the University of Alberta 
from 1964 -1970. It was presented by his son, 
Michael Galbraith, on behalf of his father on 
26 May 1970. 

Among its elements are: the Star of Saint 
Thomas Aquinas, the Patron Saint of Scholars; 
the Wild Rose of Alberta; the Maple Leaf; 
and the separate charges which make up the 
University's Emblem. The University motto 
encircles the staff. 

The ceremonial stand for the Mace was 
donated in 1987 as a memorial gift by family 
and friends of Dr. Charles Malcolm Macleod, 
Chair of the Board of Governors 1950 - 1966. 

The Mace is carried before the Chancellor, 
or Vice-Chancellor, in procession and rests on 
its stand in full view of the assembly during 
Convocation. Centuries ago the Mace was 
a symbol of authority over life and death. 
Today it represents power—but the power 
of knowledge and the importance of the 
University in the community.

THE UNIVERSITY CEREMONIAL CHAIRS 

The Chancellor's Chair was presented to the University of Alberta as a gift 
from the 1922 graduating class. It is made of solid oak with a padded leather 
back and seat. Above the padded-leather back is carved the University motto 
Quaecumque Vera together with the class year, 1922, and the University emblem. 

In 1987, the family and friends of Dr. Charles Malcolm Macleod, Chair of 
the Board of Governors from 1950 to 1966, presented a memorial gift to the 
University of two additional chairs for use by the President and the Chair of 
the Board of Governors at Convocation. 

In 2006, a fourth chair was donated in memory and honor of Lois Elsa Hole, 
beloved Chancellor (1998 - 2000) and Lieutenant Governor (2000 - 2005), 
by Earl Evaniew, Sandra Kereliuk and their daughter Jennifer. This chair 
becomes part of the seating arrangements on stage, when the Lieutenant 
Governor or other high profile dignitaries attend the convocation ceremonies.

Today's ceremony stems from the medieval tradition. 

The procession of the guild of teachers, whose solemn 
assembly, or convocation, is the modern equivalent of 
the medieval magna congregatio of all Faculties. It is led by 
the Chancellor and the Chief Marshal carrying the mace, 
the symbol of the University's corporate authority. 

The academic gowns, hoods and caps declare, in their 
various designs and colors, the academic qualifications of 
the Faculty. The citations and presentations by the Faculty 
to the Chancellor attest to him and to society the degree 
of proficiency attained by the students of the University. 
There follows a visible and public act whereby the universitas 
magistrorum, acting through its Chancellor, confers upon the 
students the appropriate degree. It is the act, not a certificate, 
which constitutes the validity of the degree bestowed. 


The words "I admit you" and the placing of the students' 
hands within the hands of the Chancellor and his associates, 
bind the students in the appropriate degree to the universitas 
magistrorum. The students thereafter bear for all time the 
mark of their association with this University. They have 
received what the University has been and presently is. 
Because they bear in themselves the promise of the future, 
they are what the University hopes to be. Despite its 
solemnity, convocation is a joyous occasion. 

Academic dress at the University of Alberta generally 
follows the tradition of Cambridge University in the design 
of the gown, and that of Oxford University in the design 
of the hood. See Academic Dress on page 88 for a detailed 
description of ceremonial colors. 


Conferring of Degrees 

THE PRESENTATION 

The Senior Dean presents the candidates for degrees with these words: 

"Eminent Chancellor and President, on behalf of the Faculties, I present to you these scholars and ask that they be 
pledged and admitted to the degrees to which they are entitled." 

THE PLEDGE 

The President then addresses the candidates in these words: 

"Do you promise faithfully to observe and loyally to maintain the statutes, customs, privileges, and liberties of this, 
your University? Do you solemnly promise to conduct yourself in all things loyally and faithfully to the honour of 
your University, the encouragement of learning, and the good of your country?" 

Each candidate replies: 

"These things I pledge myself to do." 

THE ADMISSION 

The Chancellor then addresses the candidates in these words: 

"By virtue of the authority vested in me by the Legislature of this Province and with the consent of this University, 

I admit you to the degrees to which you are entitled, and invest you with all the powers, rights, and privileges 
pertaining to such degrees. I charge you to use them for the uplifting of the whole people; to inspire the human 
spirit; for all who believe, to serve your God; and to pursue more steadfastly whatsoever things are true."

CONGRATULATIONS 

Russell Clifford Schnell 

Dr. Russell (Russ) Schnell was born and raised in the small rural community 
of Castor in east-central Alberta. All four of his grandparents, his nineteen 
aunts and uncles and just as many cousins lived in the community. In his 
recollection there was never enough time for all the wiener roasts, hikes, 
skating parties, battles in haylofts, forts, swims in sloughs and opportunities 
to hammer red-hot iron in his grandfather's blacksmith shop. 

Describing himself as "never the smartest student in class," he learned 
efficient study habits while working over 20 hours per week after school 
as a printer's apprentice at the local newspaper. Volunteer service with the 
Royal Canadian Air Cadets provided an opportunity to earn a pilot's license 
and to spend a summer in Israel prior to entering the University of Alberta 
in 1963. 

For seven summers he worked in the Alberta Hail Studies program. 

Along the way he earned BSc degrees in chemistry (U of A) and biology 
(Newfoundland), conducted graduate studies in Hawaii and Wales, and 
earned MSc and PhD degrees in Atmospheric Science from the 
University of Wyoming. 

While at Alberta Hail Studies, Dr. Schnell discovered biological ice nuclei, 
observing that certain bacteria on decaying leaves were probably a key 
factor in initiating rain, hail and snow - a discovery now being confirmed 
with recent advances in genetic techniques. He married in 1974 and moved 
to Kenya in 1976 to work for the United Nations. He also served eight years 
as director of the Mauna Loa Atmospheric Baseline Observatory in Hawaii. 

His conception, planning and execution of a series of aircraft measurements 
in the Arctic in the early 1980s revolutionized our understanding of the sources 
of pollution and their impact on the Arctic Ocean Basin and surrounding 
lands. His research has since taken him to more than 70 countries, and he 
has published more than 120 papers on ice nuclei, ozone, Arctic air pollution, 
greenhouse gases and methane leaks from oil and gas operations. 

A leader in establishing international networks for observing atmospheric 
composition, he is currently deputy-director of the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration Global Monitoring Division based in Boulder, 

Colorado. He also served as a member of the Intergovernmental Panel on 
Climate Change (IPCC) that shared the Nobel Peace Prize with former 
U.S. Vice-President A1 Gore in 2007.

CONGRATULATIONS 


Robert B. Church 

As a third generation Albertan, Dr. Bob Church was raised on his family's farm 
near Balzac. He attended Olds College and was admitted on probation into the 
University of Alberta's Faculty of Agriculture. President of the Agricultural 
Club and a member of Students' Council and the board of World University 
Services, he was the valedictorian of the University of Alberta class of 1962. 

He spent a summer studying at the University of Uppsala in Sweden, and 
went on to earn his PhD in Animal Genetics from the University of Edinburgh. 
As a postdoctoral fellow at the University of Washington in Seattle, he became 
known as a leading molecular geneticist. In 1967, Dr. Church became founding 
head of the Department of Biochemistry and Molecular Biology at the 
University of Calgary's Faculty of Medicine. He later served as Associate 
Dean of Research. 

He has operated Lochend Luing Ranch in the foothills west of Airdrie since 
1974 and is currently President of Church Livestock Consultants. He has been 
a director for a number of companies including Alberta Livestock Transplants 
(AltaGenetics), Ciba-Geigy, Monsanto, Connaught Laboratories, VenCap 
Equities, Canadian Science and Technology Growth Fund, CV Technologies 
(Afexa), AVAC and the Canadian Agri-Food Policy Institute. He was on the 
board of the Calgary Exhibition and Stampede for 20 years before becoming 
President in 1989. For his contributions to First Nations affairs, he was named 
Chief Black Eagle of the Treaty 7 Tribes. 

Dr. Church was a founding member of the National Sciences and 
Engineering Research Council, the Medical Research Council of Canada 
and the Premier's Council on Science & Technology. He was also founding 
chair of the Alberta Science and Research Authority. His nucleic acid and 
epigenetic research has resulted in over two hundred publications and 
hundreds of invited presentations. He has been a consultant on medical 
technologies, biotechnologies, livestock genomic programs and new 
healthy food products for governments and business worldwide. 

A Member of the Order of Canada and the Alberta Order of Excellence, 
he was inducted into the Canadian Agricultural Hall of Fame, Alberta 
Agriculture Hall of Fame, Alberta Bioindustry Hall of Fame and the Olds 
College Alumni Hall of Fame. 

As an educator, medical scientist, cattleman, and entrepreneur. Dr. Church 
has been called a 'Renaissance Man' for recognizing opportunities for the 
development and application of new technologies to sustainable biomass 
production and personalized medicine.

Designed in a handy 
pocket size with an envelope-style leather cover, 
a compartment for important papers, a sheaf of 
lined notepaper in the back, and a pencil sleeve on 
the side, this book was intended to be carried and 
used by ranchers.

David Graeme Hancock 

Mr. Dave Hancock was born in Fort Resolution NWT, the youngest of a family 
of seven. His father, Richard Hancock had joined the Hudson's Bay Company 
in 1935 in Fort Vermilion, Alberta where he met Kathleen, Dave's mother. 
Together they spent 45 years as store manager and teacher respectively in 
small northern Aboriginal communities. Together they also ensured that all 
seven children "went out" and obtained a post-secondary education. 

As a U of A graduate in both political science and law, Dave Hancock has 
made important contributions to the vitality of the province as an MLA, cabinet 
minister and 15th Premier of Alberta. Over the past 17 years, he has served 
in key ministerial portfolios including Intergovernmental and Aboriginal 
Affairs, Justice and Attorney General, Education, Health and Wellness, Human 
Services and Innovation and Advanced Education. He served for 17 years as 
Government House Leader as well as serving on Treasury Board, Agenda & 
Priorities and as Deputy Premier. 

Committed to the social responsibility of government, Mr. Hancock 
championed the need for excellence in primary, secondary and post-secondary 
education as well as the academic infrastructure that underpins teaching, 
learning and research. He helped establish the Lois Hole Campus Alberta 
Digital Library, the Access to the Future Fund and a comprehensive framework 
for K-12 education. 

His leadership also brought support to marginalized populations including 
First Nations, Metis and Inuit Albertans, teen parents and learners with 
special needs. His efforts advanced the Aboriginal Policy Framework with 
the goal that "Aboriginal People should have the same socio-economic status 
as all other Albertans." In 2004 under his leadership the Alberta government 
published a "20 year Strategic Plan" with four pillars: Unleashing Innovation, 
Leading in Learning, Succeeding in the Global Market Place, so Alberta could 
be the Best Place to Live, Work and Raise a Family. 

He led the Learning Alberta project resulting in a new Post-Secondary 
Learning Act and the six-sector model. His Inspiring Education and Social 
Policy Framework projects were two of the most extensive, effective and 
inclusive policy development processes undertaken by the provincial 
government and resulted in a new Education Act and a Children First Act. 

Mr. Hancock's personal commitment to social responsibility continues 
with his support for the Mahatma Gandhi Canadian Foundation for World 
Peace, the Centre for Family Literacy and as a director of the Classroom 
Connections Learning Foundation.

This copy is from the personal 
library of a Father of Confederation and the first 
Prime Minister of Canada, Sir John A Macdonald 
(1815-1891), who was also a successful lawyer 
before he was elected to the provincial legislature 
in 1844. Macdonald proved himself to be an adroit 
politician who ably assumed a leadership role in 
his party and went on to serve as Prime Minister 
from 1867-73 and 1878-91. The engraved bookplate 
on the inside cover shows Macdonald's coat of 
arms and the opposite page features a tipped-in 
holographic letter with his signature.

Jane Ash Poitras is an internationally acclaimed visual artist whose work 
has been showcased in numerous solo and group exhibitions around the 
world, and may be found in many prestigious public, private and corporate 
collections. Several major solo exhibitions of her work have toured across 
Canada, and her art has been purchased and featured by public institutions 
including the National Gallery of Canada, the Royal Ontario Museum and 
the Art Gallery of Alberta. 

A member of the Royal Canadian Academy of Artists, she is a graduate 
of the University of Alberta with degrees in microbiology and printmaking. 

She also earned a Master of Fine Arts in Painting and Sculpture from 
New York City's Columbia University. She was a long-time lecturer for the 
U of A Faculty of Native Studies and is a much-in-demand guest lecturer 
across North America and overseas. 

Ms. Poitras is a proud member of the Mikisew Cree First Nation in Fort 
Chipewyan. Orphaned at an early age, she was fostered by an elderly German 
woman. Marguerite Runck, and grew up in Edmonton. Respected for her 
generous support of Aboriginal and community causes, her numerous honours 
include the Queen Elizabeth II Diamond Jubilee Medal, Lieutenant Governor 
of Alberta Distinguished Artist Award, Alberta Centennial Medal, National 
Aboriginal Achievement Award for Arts and Culture, University of Alberta 
Alumni Award of Excellence and City of Edmonton Cultural Hall of Fame 
Salute to Excellence. 

She has been featured in numerous video productions, exhibition catalogues, 
magazine articles and radio interviews. Her images have graced the covers 
of several books. University of Calgary Press has published a book on her 
career and art. Cultural Memories and Imagined Futures: The Art of Jane Ash 
Poitras, by Pamela McCallum. 

The range and diversity of the interests that inspire and inform Ms. Poitras' 
artistic creations have resulted in a number of distinctive series of artworks 
that, over time, reflect the paths she has taken on her journey of discovery. 
These journeys of exploration have taken her not only into plumbing her 
Aboriginal roots, but also into such diverse topics as history, pharmacology, 
ethnobotany and linguistics. 

One of the key aspects of her art that sets it apart from the work of other 
artists is her ability to combine and reconcile disparate themes and elements 
to create fully resolved works that convey information on different levels.

CONGRATULATIONS 


Xian-En Zhang 

An outstanding advocate for international scientific cooperation, 

Dr. Xian-En Zhang received his first degree from Hubei University in 1982. 

He earned an M.Phil. in microbiology in 1985 and Ph.D. in biochemistry in 
1995 from the Chinese Academy of Science (CAS). He became a full professor 
in the Wuhan Institute of Virology, Chinese Academy of Science in 1993, 
and is now a professor in the CAS Institute of Biophysics. 

Dr. Zhang works in interdisciplinary fields specializing in biosensors, 
analytical microbiology, and nanobiology. His publications include over 
200 peer-reviewed papers and three books. His research has been instrumental 
in developing new tools for sensitive and rapid detection of biochemicals 
and for gaining a deeper understanding of the mechanisms of tuberculosis, 
HIV and other infectious diseases. 

Over his 11 years as a director general of the Basic Research Department, 
Ministry of Science & Technology in China, he played a key role in policy 
and strategic planning for science development, including the layout of 
national basic research programs and the construction of the State Key 
Laboratory System. 

Dr. Zhang currently serves as deputy head of the Advisory Committee 
of the National Key Basic Research Program, vice chair of the Chinese 
Society for Microbiology, co-chair of the Division of Nanobiotechnology/ 
Biosensors/Biochips of the Asian Federation of Biotechnology, a member 
of the Global Network of Science Academies' working group for Synthetic 
Biology and as a member of the International Advisory Board of the 
London Centre for Nanotechnology. He has also served on the editorial 
boards of several international scientific journals. 

Dr. Zhang had been invited to deliver speeches to the American National 
Science Foundation, National Institutes of Health and National Academy 
of Sciences. He has presented to the OECD science forum, UNESCO eScience, 
the first APEC Chief Science Advisor Meeting, the Institute of Electrical 
and Electronics Engineers (IEEE) biomedical conference, the Gates 
Foundation and the Grand Challenges in Global Health. 

He has coordinated the promotion of multilateral research projects and the 
establishment of a scientific data sharing mechanism through international 
collaboration. Dr. Zhang also initiated a joint laboratory program in cooperation 
with the University of Alberta and the Alberta government that sees Alberta 
and China scientists collaborating on key areas of research including clean 
energy, environmental science, biomedical sciences and infectious diseases.

The Chinese Collection was on exhibition 
at Philadelphia where it was visited by hundreds 
of thousands of curious observers before it was 
taken down and remounted at St. George's Place, 
Hyde Park Corner where it was housed in a 
building made in the style of a Chinese summer 
house from a model in the collection. The book 
is handsomely bound in cloth with gilt lettering 
on the cover, and it has 24 woodcut illustrations, 
including a lovely frontispiece showing the 
impressive entrance to the exhibition.

Daniel Leonard Gaudet 

Mr. Danny Gaudet grew up in the Charter Community of Deline, formerly 
known as Fort Franklin, located in the Sahtu Region of the Northwest Territories 
on the western shore of Great Bear Lake. Fie lived in Deline until he was 
13 years old, and then moved to Inuvik to live at Grollier Hall while attending 
Samuel Hearne Secondary School, where he graduated from high school. 

Immediately following school, Mr. Gaudet became a young father. 
Remembering his late father's advice, he knew he had to find work to 
support his young family. He became an economic development officer 
at the age of 19, which then led to new opportunities running a native 
organization and learning about native politics and governance. 

At age 21 he joined the Government of the Northwest Territories, Department 
of Municipal and Community Affairs. His co-workers helped him gain a 
clear understanding of modern governments, and also helped him further his 
education. Mr. Gaudet left the government in 1991 after receiving a Certificate 
in Adult Education from St. Francis Xavier University and a Diploma in 
Public Administration from St. Lawrence College. He decided it was time 
to head home and work for the community of Deline, where he continues 
to reside today. 

Owner of a heavy equipment construction business and chair of North-Wright 
Airways, Mr. Gaudet has worked with his community on initiatives related to 
housing, education, justice, wellness, hydro, management of Great Bear Lake, 
business development and business investments. He has developed secondary 
and adult educational training programs to improve learning outcomes in the 
community, and he created the annual Deline ice hockey training program for 
youth involving the participation of former NHL players. 

As a former chair of the NWT Community Mobilization Initiative and as Chief 
Negotiator for Deline Self-Government since 1997, Mr. Gaudet has developed a 
strong vision for Dene governance. He has been called upon to act as negotiator 
in a number of other Deline First Nation interventions, including the Deline 
Uranium Team and the Great Bear Lake Management process. 

Mr. Gaudet understands the importance of Dene knowledge as a foundation 
for governance and responsible resource management. He is a strong 
champion of the Deline Knowledge Centre strategic plan as an institutional 
framework for bringing together Western scientific and Dene knowledge, 
research and programs.

Man did not weave the web of 
life he is merely a strand in it. Whatever he does 
to the web he does to himself.. .If we sell you our 
land, you must remember that it is sacred and you 
must teach your children that it is sacred."

Dennis J. Slamon 

Dr. Dennis Slamon is chief of the Division of Hematology/Oncology, Executive 
Vice-Chair for Research and a Professor of Medicine at the David Geffen 
School of Medicine at UCLA. He is also Director of Clinical/Translational 
Research at the Jonsson Comprehensive Cancer Center and is active on their 
leadership advisory council and administration review committee. 

Dr. Slamon and his colleagues conducted the laboratory and clinical research 
that led to the development of the new breast cancer drug Herceptin, which 
targets a specific genetic alteration found in about 25 percent of breast 
cancer patients. This research has had a profound impact on the lives of tens 
of thousands of women. To acknowledge Dr. Slamon's accomplishments. 
President Clinton appointed him to the three-member President's Cancer 
Panel in June 2000. 

Dr. Slamon has won over two dozen national research awards honoring his 
scientific endeavors. In 2000, he received the Translational Medicine Award 
by the USCD-Salk Institute as well as the Bristol-Myers Squibb Oncology 
Millennium Award for significant achievement and leadership in breast cancer 
research. In 2001, he was awarded the Wadsworth Center's Brown-Hazen 
Award for Excellence in the Basic Sciences, and in 2002, he received the Jeffrey 
A. Gottlieb Memorial Award from the M.D. Anderson Cancer Center in Texas. 

In 2003, Dr. Slamon received the Dorothy P. Landon-AACR Prize 
for Translational Cancer Research, an international award given by the 
Kirk A. and Dorothy P. Landon Foundation and the American Association 
for Cancer Research. In 2004, the American Cancer Society presented him 
with the Medal of Honor, the top award bestowed by the organization. 

In 2005, Kent State University in Ohio gave him the Fifth Aultman Cancer 
Center Award and he also received the Distinguished Service Award from 
the Medical and Biological Sciences Alumni Association at the University 
of Chicago. That same year, he received the William McGuire Memorial 
Award at the San Antonio Breast Cancer Symposium. 

Most recently, the U. S. Food and Drug Administration granted accelerated 
approval to palbociclib (IBRANCE, Pfizer, Inc.) for use in combination with 
letrozole for the treatment of postmenopausal women with estrogen receptor 
(ER)-positive, human epidermal growth factor receptor 2 (HER2)-negative 
advanced breast cancer as initial endocrine-based therapy for their metastatic 
disease. The Pfizer study was conducted in collaboration with the Jonsson 
Comprehensive Cancer Center's Revlon/UCLA Women's Cancer Research 
Program, led by Dr. Slamon.

An expert in international law and human rights, Dr. Stephen Toope is Director 
of the Munk School of Global Affairs at the University of Toronto. He served 
as President and Vice-Chancellor at the University of British Columbia 
from 2006-14. 

A former President of the Pierre Elliott Trudeau Foundation and former 
Dean of Law at McGill University, Professor Toope also served as Law Clerk 
to the Rt. Hon. Brian Dickson of the Supreme Court of Canada. He was Chair 
of the Board of the Association of Universities and Colleges of Canada, and 
he currently serves as Chair of the Federation for the Humanities and Social 
Sciences. He also serves as Director of the Public Policy Forum, the Canadian 
Institute for Advanced Research and the Royal Conservatory of Music, from 
which he received an Honorary Fellowship in 2014. 

Dr. Toope has served as President of the Canadian Council on International 
Law and as a member of the Executive Council of the American Society 
of International Law. He publishes in leading international journals on 
international dispute resolution, international environmental law, human 
rights, the use of force and international legal theory. He has lectured at 
leading universities around the globe. 



His book with Professor Jutta Brunnee, Legitimacy and Legality in International 
Law: An Interactional Account, published by the Cambridge University Press 
in 2010 won the American Society of International Law's 2011 Certificate of 
Merit for Creative Scholarship. He has been a distinguished visiting professor 
at Sciences Politiques in Paris and at Southwest University of Political Science 
and Law, Chongqing, China. He was also Bullock Chair of Canadian Studies 
at Hebrew University.

Dr. Toope has been an active volunteer for international development 
and social service organizations. He was awarded the Queen Elizabeth II 
Golden Jubilee Medal (2012), the President's Award of Distinction from the 
United Way of Canada (2014) and the John Read Medal of the Canadian 
Council of International Law (2015).

Guaning Su 

Professor Guaning Su is President Emeritus and Professor of Electrical 
and Electronic Engineering at Nanyang Technological University (NTU), 
Singapore. Born in Taiwan and raised in Singapore, he graduated from the 
University of Alberta in 1971 with a Bachelor of Science (Engineering) with 
Distinction, winning the Henry Birks & Sons Gold Medal and the Alberta 
Professional Engineers Gold Medal in Electrical Engineering. He went on 
to receive an M.S.E.E. from the California Institute of Technology in 1972 
and both a Ph.D. in Electrical Engineering and M.S. in Statistics from 
Stanford University in 1984. 

Dr. Su was the fourth person to join the fledgling defence research 
establishment in Singapore in 1972, focusing on capabilities in electronic 
warfare. He went on to head defence research 1986-1997 and became Deputy 
Secretary (Technology) Ministry of Defence 1998-2001. He was the founding 
Chief Executive of the Defence Science and Technology Agency in April 2000 
until taking on the NTU Presidency in January 2003. 

As NTU President he led three transformational changes. He broadened 
NTU's academic offerings establishing new Schools of Humanities and Social 
Sciences, Art Design and Media and Physical and Mathematical Sciences as 
well as laying foundations for the Lee Kong Chian Medical School. In addition. 
Dr. Su restructured NTU administration and governance from a government 
institution into an "Autonomous University" framework achieving private 
university autonomy with assured government funding through long term 
contractual arrangements and annual performance evaluation. He also 
raised the quality bar across the university and renewed the faculty on a 
massive scale, recruiting international authorities as well as rising young 
talent. Research funding grew seven-fold from 2005 to 2011 with research 
indicators rising sharply. 

After stepping down in 2011 he has devoted his time to advising academic 
institutions, teaching in the College of Engineering and the Nanyang 
Business School as well as conducting research on signal processing, complex 
adaptive systems, technology innovation and entrepreneurship. Dr. Su 
is a Registered Professional Engineer, Founding Fellow of the Singapore 
Academy of Engineering and Honorary Fellow and Past President of the 
Institution of Engineers, Singapore. 

His national and international honours include the Meritorious Service 
Medal 2011, Public Administration Medal (Gold) 1998 conferred by the 
President of Singapore, the National Science and Technology Medal 2003, 
Chevalier de la Legion d'Honneur 2005 from the President of France and the 
Friendship Award 2011 from the State Council of China.

He 
embarked on a career as a lecturer and author in 
London, and was eventually awarded a Fellowship 
with the Royal Society. A leading scientist of his 
day, Ferguson's ingenious observations of his 
own scientific experiments awakened an interest 
in a variety of intellectual pursuits, including 
astronomy, anatomy, medicine, clock-making, and 
electricity In 1770, he published a pioneering work 
in electrical science that offers a detailed account 
of his experiments with electrical machines. This 
copy of that important book was beautifully 
bound in quarter leather and marbled paper by 
Edmonton bookbinder Alexander J. McGuckin. 

It also has three engraved plates showing the 
instruments and mechanical apparatus of 
Ferguson's experiments.

Jennifer Jane Bennett 

Rear-Admiral Jennifer Bennett has been able to successfully pursue two 
concurrent careers, one with the Canadian Armed Forces as a member of 
Canada's Reserve Force and the other as a teacher and school administrator. 

A native of Hamilton, Ontario, she holds a Bachelor of Physical Education from 
McMaster University, a Bachelor of Education from Queen's University and 
a Master of Arts in Leadership and Training from Royal Roads University. 
She is also a graduate of the Canadian Forces Staff School, Canadian Forces 
Staff College, NATO School and NATO Defence College. 

Rear-Admiral Bennett enrolled in the Naval Reserve in 1975 as a 
non-commissioned member and transferred to officer training as a Logistics 
Officer in 1978. Since that time, she has served in a variety of military 
training, staff, leadership and command positions including Commanding 
Officer of HMCS MALAHAT and the Naval Reserve Basic Recruit Training 
Detachment; Director of Reserves; Director of Professional Development; 
Director of Training and Education Policy and Project Director (Military) 
for the Defence Learning Network. 

Over the past 40 years, she has risen through the ranks of the military 
to become Canada's first female Rear-Admiral and senior ranking Reserve 
officer while also working as a teacher and administrator at elementary 
and secondary schools in Ontario and British Columbia. Having started 
her military career at a time when women were restricted in their roles 
and career progression, she has been actively engaged in the changes 
and integration of women across the Canadian Armed Forces and 
serves as the National Champion for Women in Defence. 

She was promoted to the rank of Commodore in December 2007, upon 
appointment as the Commander of Canada's Naval Reserve and served 
in this capacity for three years. Promoted to her current rank in April 2011, 
Rear-Admiral Bennett was appointed as Canada's Chief of Reserves and 
Cadets in National Defence Headquarters, Ottawa. 

Widely recognized for her leadership and exemplary service in the military 
and civilian communities, Rear-Admiral Bennett was named as one of 
Canada's Top 100 Most Powerful Women in 2011. In 2013, the Governor 
General promoted her from Officer in the Order of Military Merit (OMM) 
to Commander (CMM) - the highest rank in the Order and Canada's highest 
military meritorious service honour.

Ottawa: Imperial Munitions Board (Canada), 1916. 

This extraordinarily rare publication offers a 
pictorial record of the contributions made by large 
numbers of women who worked in munitions 
plants during the First World War. It was 
published to document the implementation of the 
Canadian government's "dilution of labour" policy 
in which unskilled and semi-skilled workers, 
including women, temporarily replaced the able- 
bodied men who were then serving in the military. 
The women pictured in these pages, and the many 
others that they represent, not only helped to 
address crippling labour shortages and thereby to 
aid the war effort, their work ultimately led to a 
wholesale reconsideration of the role of women in 
the military and in Canadian society.

CONGRATULATIONS 

Patricia Dawn Clements 

During the course of her career. Dr. Patricia Clements was instrumental 
in transforming the role of women on the University of Alberta campus, 
prompted a significant increase in federal funding for students in the 
humanities and social sciences and pioneered a new era of research. 

She earned an Honours BA in 1964 from the U of A and also studied at McGill 
and the University of Toronto. After a year in France (teaching English and 
learning French) she earned a DPhil from Oxford University in 1973. Returning 
to the U of A as an Assistant Professor of English, she taught and published in 
the areas of early twentieth-century writers, relationships between English 
and French literatures and the history of women's writing. 

She is founding director of the pioneering Orlando Project, whose collaborative 
team undertook an unprecedented experiment in the integration of literary 
research and computing. The project created and delivered an award winning 
"electronic history" of women's writing published online by Cambridge 
University Press. 

A passionate advocate for the liberal arts. Dr. Clements was Dean of Arts at 
the University of Alberta from 1989 to 1999, the first woman dean of one of the 
more influential, full-range Arts faculties in Canada. During her deanship, 
the Faculty of Arts led the university in development of employment equity 
policy. The Faculty also established the Parkland Institute (a public policy 
think tank), the Institute for Public Economics, the Centre for Austrian and 
Central European Studies (now the Wirth Institute), the Institute for Medieval 
and Early Modern Studies, the Canadian Institute for Research Computing 
in Arts and the Faculty of Arts School in Cortona, Italy. 

In 1999, Dr. Clements was elected President of the Canadian Federation 
of the Humanities and Social Sciences. She has served on the boards of the 
Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council of Canada, the Science 
Advisory Board of Health Canada, the Canada Research Knowledge 
Network and the Campus Alberta Quality Council. 

Elected a Fellow of the Royal Society of Canada in 1991, she has received a 
Governor General's Gold Medal, Woodrow Wilson Fellowship, Commonwealth 
Scholarship and a McCalla Research Professorship. She also received (with 
Orlando colleagues Dr. Susan Brown and Dr. Isobel Grundy) the Outstanding 
Achievement Award of the Society for Digital Humanities.

Bruce Austin Saville 

Bruce Saville founded Saville Systems in 1982 and served as president and chief 
executive officer until becoming chair of the board in 1994 and chair emeritus 
in 1998. The software company grew to employ 1,700 people developing and 
marketing billing solutions to the telecommunications industry worldwide 
before it was sold in 1999. 

Prior to founding Saville Systems he served as general manager of Compu/Data 
Ltd., a computer service bureau, and as manager of systems and procedure 
for Northern Telephone Limited. Early in his career he was a programmer/ 
systems analyst for Goodyear Tire & Rubber Company and the Canada 
System Group (CSG}. 

Mr. Saville is currently the president of Saville Interest Group, a private 
investment company. He was a member of the United Way Campaign Cabinet 
for twelve years and served a six-year term on the board of governors of the 
University of Alberta where he chaired the Board Learning and Discovery 
Committee. He also served 10 years on the Board of Governors of Brentwood 
College School in Mill Bay, BC. 

He is a former director of the National Foundation of Family Research 
and Education and Honourary Patron of the Rt. Hon. Sir Winston Spencer 
Churchill Society. He is also a former board member of the Northern Alberta 
Institute of Technology, the Noujaim Institute, Economic Development 
Edmonton, the Edmonton Investors Group (owners of the Edmonton Oilers 
Hockey Club), CodeBaby Corp, VTN Technologies, Serenic Corporation, 
Melcor Developments and the Telus World of Science. 

Mr. Saville served on the Board of the Edmonton 2001 World Championships 
in Athletics, nine years as a director of the Edmonton Eskimos Football Club 
and five years as chair of the Edmonton Oilers Community Foundation. 

After 11 years as chair of the Inner City Agencies Foundation he is now chair 
emeritus of the foundation. He also contributed nine years as a director 
of the Stollery Children's Hospital. He was appointed to the Mayor's Taskforce 
to End Homelessness as well as the Edmonton Homeless Commission 
to oversee implementation of the 10-year plan. 

A member of the Alberta Business Hall of Fame, Mr. Saville was awarded the 
1996 Entrepreneur of the Year Award (Prairie High Technology) and the 2001 
Edmonton Philanthropist of the Year Award. He received the Queen's Golden 
Jubilee Medal in 2003, the Alberta Centennial Medal in 2005 and the Queen's 
Diamond Jubilee Medal in 2012.

This largely autobiographical account of poverty 
and homelessness is based on Orwell's own 
experiences and observations when, as a penniless 
author, he lived for an extended period in brutal 
and uncertain circumstances in a Paris slum and 
later as a tramp in London. A thoughtful and 
intelligent exploration of the roots of systemic 
poverty filled with Orwellian provocations: "The 
mass of the rich and the poor are differentiated by 
their incomes and nothing else, and the average 
millionaire is only the average dishwasher dressed 
in a new suit. Change places, and handy dandy, 
which is the justice, which is the thief?" (163). This 
fine copy of the first impression of the first edition 
of Orwell's important first book was gorgeously 
rebound by the Chelsea Bindery in blue morocco 
and decorated with gilt; a very suitable treatment 
for a book of this stature, but rather ironic given its 
subject matter.
